German end that he has dedicated hi3 life to the 
establishment of an 'independent country of White 
Russia, v Subject is considered one of three Vice 
^.Presidents of-the Whito Russian Central Adminis- 
' tration which is headed by OSTRCWSKY in Argentina; 
An opposing Whito Russian faction headed by 
ABR4MCKIK is located in NYC. Background' data on 
both factions. sot forth. Newark T-l advisod that 
most of the mombern .of both factions had aliasoo 
which they used after they left German- oc cupi od 
territory 'hiring World War II, Newark T-2 :idvio* 'i 
that - subject, in approximately. 193 . 9 .. was a .mraaber., of • 

. Hromnda,lan. organization which reportedly conta ined 
Communist mombors.' Thin party was forced to dis- 
band by the Polish Government in approximately 1930 
and subjoct was placod in a Polish jail. On 
4— G—51, subject moved to NYC and is presently 
employed at tho New York French Hospital, Third 
Street, NYC. Present Now York.addrosn unknown.

Confidential Informant Newark T-l, of unknown relia- 
bility. advised that the .subject arrived in this 
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. country approximately eight months ago, ant] except for short visits to New 
York City and Chicago, he has resided at 130 Passaic Stroot, Passaic, 

Now Jersey. According to Newark T-l, subject, after his arrival, began 
. working for the Thomas Electronics Company, fhssaic, New Jersey and on 
April 6, 1951, ho loft Passaic and is presently employed at tho Now York 
French Hospital, Third Stroot, New York City. His presont address is 
unknown by Nawark T-l. 

Newark T-l stated that in the Into 1920 f s, subject was a member 
of the Polish Sejm { Rirliamcnt) , but Newark T-l did not know oxactly what 
party subject r opr on on tod. Tho informant stated that ho hoard that sut^' 
Jeet nt ono time was nffilirhod with the Hromada, which ho bolivod to 
hnvo boon Communist dominated* Newark T-l .further statod that when' tho 
Hromada vas first originator!, it was permitted to oporato by tho Polish 
Covorrnnont but later it was outlawed and many of its members wore placod 
in Polish jails. Nevrark T-l stated that he know that subject had spent 
somo timo in a Polish Jail 'nut was unable to say if this was a result of 
his activities in the Hromada IVirty or not. Even during that period, 

. Nowark T-l stated that tho. r.ubjoct had boon a strong advocator of the 
Whito Russian cause, and that sinco he lived in Poland, he would naturally 
be antagonistic to tho present Polieh Government. 

Newark T-l advised that during tho past the subject has earned 
himsolf a reputation as somewhat of a White Russian patriot. At this 
point, Newark T-l stated thnt.it was his boliof that subjoct is vehemqntly * 
anti-Polish, anti-Russian, and anti-German and that his primo purposo in 
, life is* to obtain as much power as possible in order to establish an inde- 
pendent country of Whito Russia. Newark T-l continuod by saying that ovon- 
at this time subject is working toward that goal bccouso ho is considered 
a Vi oo .IVosidont for tho Whito Russian Control Administration. 

As background information, Newark T-l advised that back in tho 
Sixtoonth Century, an independent country of White Russia did exist and 
• throughout tho years the Vfhito Russian -pooplo, although they havo livod in 
countries, controlled by Lithuania, Latvia, Poland, and Russia, thqy con- 
tinue to draam of the V'hito Russian country.

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of that • territory. The headquarters at that time was in Minsk, Russia and 
subject was sppointod as Mayor of Baranowicz in 1940 by 05TRWSKI and 
later in 1941, he wan appointed as a Vice Prosidont in Minsk, Russia t The 
extent of subjaot*s collaboration with the Gormans at thio time was unknown 
to Newark T-l, but ho surmised that if any member of the White Russian 
Central Administration was not cooporating with tha Gormans, thsy would 
havo bean immediately removed. 

When tho Russians bogaa to approach Minsk in 1943, subject 
retreated with tho Germans and Hunt directly, to Berlin vrhcrc tho White 
Russian Government continued in nomo only. After the fall of Berlin, Newark 
T-l stated that most of the VJhice Russian lenders changed, their names and 
entered French, English, or American Zones. Newark T-l believed that sub- 
ject wont into the French Zone jnd there ho become known as SOKOLCWSKI, 

* When asked specifically why thoso Russians changed their namae, 

* Novrark T-l stated that it wns done for two reasons. First and mainly, 
they chnngod their names boc.aur o they feared they would bo returned to 
Russia or Poland without tho.ir consent^ and because things at that time 
voro so disorganized among tho A]lie3, anyono bcliovod to bo Russian was 
deported with no questions ankod. This situation existed in tho American 
Zono and vith their silont approval. Socondly, they changed thoir namos 
for foar of thoir families left in Poland or Russia. 

. Newark T-l further stated that subject* s wife and eon aro both 
prcsontly rosiding in Poland, his wife being a doctor attached to tho t 
Polish Army and his son, age approximately twenty-feur years, being q 
member of tho Polish Armod Sorvicos. 

Newark T-l b-.:lioved that subject *s vrifo and son wero arrosted in 
1940 by tho Russians nnd that the subject has not Been them sinco that tiirio# 
According to Newark T-l, at one time in 1946 subject nttemptod to got his 
wifo and son out of Poland but he* did not have tho monoy noco3eary to have . 
thorn smuggled out* In regard to ‘the abovo, Newark T-l explained that 
during 1946 and i947, Jewish merchants wore allowed to cross tho Polish and 
Russian bordors and that for approximately $1,000, they would ooo that a 
person would got by tho Russian oontrios at the border.

Tho purposo of that trip was to havo SABOLEWSCI contact on^ fWARONKA j ( phoneticlf 
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a White Russian who has been in the United States for approximately twenty 
years i and to discuss establishing an organization of White Russians in the 
United States, SABOLEWSKI was also sruppoepd to roquost l,; AR0NKA to accom- 
pany him to Washington, D, C. and there state their case to the United 
* States State Department, Newark T-l was not certain as to the results of 
the above visit but believrd that ^ARONKA refused on the grounds that 
theirs was a hopeless case 

After subjects return from Chicago, ho*was employed by the 
Thomas Electronics Company for approximately four months, at which time' he 
was released because of his I’go (approximately sixty-five). 

As further infornntlon concerning tho White Russian Displaced . 
Persons living in the United States, Newark. T-l stated that there are 
prosently two separate factions working for tho establishment of en inde- 
pendent country of V/hito Russia and that thoro aro two soto of Presidents, 
two sots of Vice Presidents, and sixteen Ministers who aro operating in 
. name only. One faction is hcadod by ono ABRAMCHUK who is presently residing 
somowhoro in Now York City and the other factidn is hoadod byf ProfogsorV, 
v ^° * 3 P^s^ly rosiding in Argentina,' 

The main .body of tho first faction is- located in Now fork vhilo 
tho second under OSTRQ’fSKY la located in Rassaio and South Rivor, Now 
Jorocyv Newark T-l statod that ho was not too wall acquainted with members 
of tho Now York faction which ia tho strongor of tho two but ho did knew 
thoir Unofficial haadquartors aro located at 325 East 100th Stroot, New York 
Cityy New fork,, a privato dwelling, whoro a fow of tho mambors rosido,

It Is noted that Newark T-l stressed the fact that there is a severe 

• disagreement between these two factions end that they consider the opposition 
as mortal enemies « 

According to Newark T-l, tho real head of the Fbsaaic faction is 
SABOLIHSKI, but because of his age, he is inactive, and the entire organiza- 
tion and planning is .conducted by EMANUEL JASIUK, Newark T-l stated that th? 
abovo faction is tho woakcr of’ tho two, and oxcopt for a monthly assoosmont 
on its mombors, they do not have any funds. Tho abovo monthly assessment 
consists of ono-day f a pay out of each months work colloctod from oach morabor 
of* tho organization. In return for tMis assessment tho mombors roooivo a 
copy of w ^yolo Russian", a Whito Russian papor printed in tho Russian languago 
which at ono timo was published in tho U ; S. Zono of Germany with tho permis- 
sion of tho Unitod States nuthoritloa, Tho assessment further is also uood 

• to aid its rnembors who aro sick or out of work although Newark T-l novor hoard 
of anyone ovor rocolvihg thoso benefits. 

In rogard to tho Nov York faction, Newark T-l stated that thoy voro . 
reported to bo working hand in hand with the exiled Fblos in London and ho has 
hoard rumors that they- do rccoivo monotaTy aid from tho Fbpo. \ 

It was Newark T-l r s opinion that tho officers of both factions aro • 
merely waiting for an opon war bertvoon tho United States and Russia, and 
aftor. tho Unitod Stntos is victorious, they expect to rotum to V/hito Russia 
and with tho financial aid of tho Unitod Statos Government, sot up thoir own 
country* v • 

Mr, DONALD DONNELf , Sc cr otnry, . Thomas Electronics Company, Passaic, 
New Jorsoy, produced subject^ employment rocord which showed ho was employed 
at -that’ company from Saptambcr 28, 1950 to January 4, 1951# at which timo ho 
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• V13 laid off due to lock of work, Mr. DONNELY stated that subject was rocon»- 
ivondod to him by EMANUEL JASIVK who claims to be a nephew of the subject, 

Kr. DONNELY also advised that EMANUEL JASIUK was the first of the White 
Russians whom he employed and since then there are approximately twelve of 
thorn employed at the plant. He stated 3 that they are industrious, conscien— . 
iious workers and that he bolieved they would all make good lcyal citizens. 

Ko did not know anything derogatory concerning thorn and had no roa3on to 
question thoir loyalty to tho United States Government. (

Confidential Informant Newark T— 2 , of unknown reliability, advised ' 
that SADOLD’ r SKI has a reputation, as a strong Uhito Russian patriot and that £ 
in tho late 1920’s ho was a member of tho Polish Parliament. Newark T-2 
stated thnt he va3 a young man during that period and did not intoroot him- | 
self in politics but yoars la tor ho lonrnod that tho Gubjcot did belong to 
n White Russian . fbrty enllod th of. Hrn mnrin . As a result of this affiliation, ' , 
Newark T-2 believed thnt tho subjoct was iiicnrccrntod along with six' other £ 
members of the Hromada organization by tho Polish Govornmont but boforo his g 
sentence was served, tho. Russians arrosted soven Polish spios in Russia and 
in oxchango of prisoners, subjoct was released, Newark T-2 bolioved that ® 
six of tho roloasod political prisoners immediately wont into Russia but that • 
SABOLE^SKI refused and dosirod to romain in Poland. Newark T-2 also bollovod ® 
that tho Hromada 1 Party was Communist dominated, ®

Newark T-2 reiterated that the above incident wa3 herosay on his 
part and tho only other membor of tho Hromada who was inenreoratod at that . b 
timo known - to him was onoV'TORAS IEWIC.Z . Newark T-2 furthor advisod that that • S 
trndo or oxchango of prisbnors might indicato Russian foolings for tho sub- <$ 
Jcct but thnt ho sinccroly believod subjoct was not and novor would bo a | 
friond of Communist Russia. • a

Newark T-2 confirmed Newark T-l’s. statomonts about subjoct r s wifo 
and son boing prosontly attachod to tho Polish Army, 

In regard to tho present Whito Russian organization in PasBaic, 

Now Jersey, Nowark T-2 stated that tho organization is very small and has • 
continuous nrgumonts and bickering within its own ranks as woll as camploto 
discord with anothor Whito Russian group in Now York City. Newark T-2 
stntod that SABOLEWSKI was a member of, tho Whito Russian Control Administra- 
tion undor tho Gormans during 1941 and 3.944 but that ho. was unawaro of 
aubjoot’s actual activities during that poriod, ; •. 
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JAN BORAWSKY , operator of the American International Immigration 
i^c-eau, 186 Monroo Avenue, Fa.-unic, New .Torony, advised he was not acquainted 
tho subject but had hoard that both nubjoct and J3WNUEL JASIUK are 
p.vaontly officoro of tho)(Vhil.o Russian Central .Administration and wore 
:\-rmar Mayors of towns in- Poland during the. Nazi rule, and that he could not 
understand how they were allowed to enter the United States, BORAWSKY stated 
cliat the. mere fact that these man worked along ’with the Germans, they should 
be considered collaborators arid on those grounds deported, BORAWSKY was 
unable to recall exactly from whom he had heard tho above information but- 
believed it. to have been from Newark T-2, 

Confidential Informant Newark T-3,. of known reliability, who is 
acquainted with much of tho Communist Party activity in New Jersey,- stated 
that subject was not . familiar to him, . 
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
